The Laotian appeal said foreign 
troops had been crossing the fron­ 
tiers since July 16 "and engaging 
in action against garrison units 
of the royal army along the north­ 
east border of Laos." 
It said that ae a result ‘‘three 
garrison onita have been obliged 
to evacuate several posts and to 
engage in many actions of self­ 
defence.” 
“ IT IS OBVIOUS that t h e s e 
attack*

place if the attackers had n o t 
come from outside 
the

and would not have continued it 
these attackers hod not been re­ 
ceiving reinforcements and sup­ 
plies of food and munitions from 
outside,” the Laotian appeal said.

To Mr. Amateur Gardener we 
would suggest that he spends the 
next two or three weeks in pre­ 
paring the soil for the seeds and 
nursery • raised plants which will 
abound in local nurseries wh e n 
thermometers begin 
to 
indicate 
lower temperatures. With a little 
planning he should be able to ar­ 
range several rows of annuals to 
beautify his lot. This can be ac­ 
complished economically by th e 
use of seeds. 
If the overall size of your lot 
permits keep a distance of eigh­ 
teen inches "between 
the 
rows: 
haphazard planting may be avoid 
ed by marking out symme.rical 
lines. 


THE CHOICE OF seeds for this 
operation is very wide including 
seeds of such colorful plants as 
Slock (red. rose, canary, crimson 
lavender, purple, rose, pink and 
white'. The double giant stock has 
no offshoots but its 
thick 
spike 
holds a dease column of beauty 
when it blooms. With Snapdragon 
you will also find many varieties 
(Calendula is another choice (gold, 
yellow, or orange' but don't con­ 
fuse it with Marigold. 
Bachelor 
Button is another sun lover and 
grows to three feet so keep it in 
the rear. 
Phlox 
and 
Candytuft 
are worth considering. 
Keep in mind that most of the 
early plants, especially Snapdrag­ 
on. must be pinched back to keep 
them from becoming scraggy and 
scrawny. 


SWEET PEA SHOULD be plant­ 
ed at the same time, first t h e 
^irly flowering Spencer in l a t e 
August or September, then later 
Cuthbertsons are planted, 
these 
are an October plant. Sweet Peas 
should have a separate pari of 
the garden for their own. The bed 
for these tender beauties should 
be carefully prepared to a depth 
of 18 inches at least. Peat moss, 
leaf mold and steer m anure should 
be mixed with the sam e amount 
of soil as there is food. 
If you have a trellis or w i r e 


fence to serve as a support tor 
the climbing tentacles it should be 
in such position that the tender 
blooms have solid protection from 
prevailing winds. T h e same pre­ 
caution prevails if you decide to 
use the green-corded nets now on 
the market. A layer of pea' moss 
on lop of the trench soil will help 
to lessen evaporation. 


PETUNIAS, especially the ruf­ 
fled species, would 
form 
a 
re­ 
splendent front row especially if 
occasional clumps of Sweet Alys- 
sum be introduced here and there. 
We have no doubt you will be 
tempted to buy many other flow­ 
ering 
plants 
as 
you 
wander 
through the local 
nurseries, 
we 
know of nothing so tempting as 
such a browse. You will s c a n 
Daffodils. 
Chrysanthemums, 
Iris 
and so on. These are probably a 
little more difficult to handle but 
you’ll buy them, especially if your 
wife is with you. 
Many types of decorative trees 
may be planted now. such beau­ 
ties as Jacaranda, Oarob. Bauhan- 
ia or Orchid Tree. Texas Umbrel­ 
la. thT old standby shade tree that 
gets lazy tor awhile in our coldest 
period and sheds its leaves; this 
only lasts a short time and in Feb­ 
ruary the new leaves come into 
v >ew and soon you have the shade 
again. 


THE CHINESE ELM t h r i v e s 
here and is very popular. It should 
be topped occasionally, an opera­ 
tion that should be used on most 
of our trees to keep them symmet­ 
rical and keep them from getting 
too hard to handle. 
Gladioli bulbs may be planted 
now : a wise method of planting 
bulbs is gradually becommg per­ 
manent among Gladioli lovers, a 
method that lets you enjoy Gladio­ 
li for a longer period when they 
are in bloom. 
By 
preparing 
a 
slightly longer trench the bulbs 
can be planted over a period of 
five or six weeks. The same meth­ 
od may be used on Ins, Daffodils 
and other bulbs or ryzomes.T.G.M.

Trend Towards Non-Academic Scho 


Questionnaires Causes Public Concern 


The people of the Palm Springs «rea 
are fortunate in hating one of the high­ 
est rated school systems in California. 
A great deal of the comment and fur­ 
ore over certain types of questionnaires 
and curricula furbelows certainly do 
not apply to our local schools and edu­ 
cational practices. 
However, the general trend in these 
directions, including some schools not 
far distant, is disturbing to many par­ 
ents and elders, in th at experience 
shows a tendency and frequent pattern 
of “spreading” if not opposed by an 
alert and active public. 
A recent highly publicized case of a 
teacher in a Southern California school 
delving into the intim ate behavior and 
habits of students of non-acRdemic na­ 
ture has brought forth a atorm of pro­ 
test from the clergy of invasion of the 
field of religious education. 
Other types of questionnaires in some 
schools have resulted in strong com­ 
plaints charging “invasion of privacy” 
and interference with the field and 
right* of each family in home training 
of children. 
On this score it is Interesting to note 
the recent comments of the Council for 
Basie Education 
expressing 
concern 


over questionnaires which are being 
submitted to students of high school 
and college entrance status under the 
guise of counseling. 
Examples of questions cited by the 
council are. 
Do you feel there has been a lack of 
love and affection in your home? 
Do you like your home? 
Is your father w hat you would con­ 
sider your Ideal of manhood? 
Do you cry often? 
No one can argue thdft counseling is 
invaluable in seeing that all students 
select the correct course and pursue 
them diligently, and in dealing with spe­ 
cific problems as they arise. 
But the council feels, and justifiably, 
that the category of questions general­ 
ly circulated to all students constitutes 
an invasion of privacy and is none of 
the school’s business. And it adds: 
If the student isn’t neurotic when 
he begins to check the list he might 
well be afterwards. 
Moreover, an academically trained 
counselor may be qualified to deal with 
the academic problems of the students. 
But to expect the same person to give 
advice on highly complex emotional 
problems well could result in more harm 
than good.
